YHE new Chamber of Juftice, efta- 
blifhed in the Room of the Cham- 
; ber of Vacations ufually held ar 
this Time of the Year during the Recefs of 
the Parliament of Paris (now at Pontoife,) 
is looked upon as an Effeé& of the Refent- 
ment which the Court has conceived on the 
{aid Parliament’s Refufal to comply with their 
Meafures, both with Relation to the Affairs of 
the Finances and that of the Pope’s Conftitu- 
tion. The King’s Lettters Patents, er Com- 
miflion, appointing this new Joteomesy to 
be held in the Hail of the Convent of the 
eat Auguftins in this City, fets forth, that 
Fis Majefly not thinking fit for great Confi- 
derations, to appoint a Chamber of Vacati- 
ons at Pontoife, whither he had removed 
the Parliament of Paris ; the Juftice he is 


bound to adminifter to: his: Subje@&s, had Se 


obliged him to commiffion other Judges, co 
whom they might apply for obtaining the 
fame as fpeedily as the Nature of the Caufes 
ufually brought before the Chamber of Va- 
cations require. That therefore he had ap- 
perce to himfelf and Council, all the 

rocefles and Suits depending in his faid 
Court of Parliament of Paris, as well in ci- 
vil as criminal Caufes, which are ufed to be 
tried and adjudged: during the Vacation or 
Recefs of the faid Parliament, together with 
all others of the like Nature which may 
arife during this prefent Commiffion ; and 
had nominated and authorized M. d’ Arme- 
nonville, Secretary of State, as Prefident, 
8 Councellours of State, and 24 Matfters 
of Requefts, or any 8 of them, to judge

That however it was believed it would be 
foon declared ,becaufe Manifeftoes were prin- 
ting for juftifying the Enterprizes about tobe 
taken in Hand: And that in the mean 
time the Report was kept up, that che {aid 
Preparations are for enlarging the Spanifh 
Dominions on the Coaft of Africa. Onthe 
th in the Morning the Duke d’Antin pre- 
ertted tothe King a new Plan, according to 
which he would have the Houfe of la Mu- 
tite altered ; the fame Day the King, ac- 
companied by the Marfhal de Villeroy, the 
Count de Clermont, and feveral other youn 
Lords, dined at la Muette ; and afterwar 
went into the Garden to patties Grapes as 
for the Vintage, his Majefty wich the reft 
of the Company having each his Doffer or 
Basket for thac Work. The contagious Di- 
ftemper is now faid to have almoft ceafed at 
Marieilles, but it f{preads into the neigh- 
bouring Places, and is pot into the Suburbs 
of Aix. The Court difpatches frequent Ex« 
prefies to Provence, with the neceflary Di- 
rections for preventing its fpreading further.
